FREEDOM OF CHOICE 
Joseph Swidler, nominated for chairman of the Federal 
Power Commission, was anxious to assure a Senate Com­ 
mittee that although he served for many years as general 
counsel for the Tennessee Valley Authority, this did not ramn 
that he was biased in favor of public power. 
It would be “unthinkable.” he said, to ruin private power 
companies which serve 80 percent of the people of the coun­ 
try and have billions of dollars of investment. 
But as he sees it, he told the Senators, his duty will be to 
insure that every part of the country is free to choose be­ 
tween public and private power sources. 
What kind of choice is this? In our Western state, a 
public and a private utility bid on supplying electricity to a 
new plant. The public power facility bid less than the amount 
per kilowatt hour that the private utility is obligated to pay 
in taxes alone. 
If the people want their electric bills lowered bv eliminat­ 
ing the tax bite, it wouldn’t take public power projects to do 
it. A law prohibiting taxation of all utilities would accomp­ 
lish the job. 
But power companies should be taxed as long as all other 
companies and citizens are taxed. Public power simply allows 
residents of some communities to escape their fair share of 
taxes. 
Mr. Swidler may believe a choice between taxed and tax­ 
free power is fair competition and “freedom of choice,” but 
few thinking Americans will see it that way.

PRIV ATE AID TO EDUCATION 


There’s no doubt that a clamor for federal aid to education 
—which would inevitably end in federal control—will con­ 
tinue. So it is all-important that the people and enterprises 
of this country see to it that education is adequately financ­ 
ed on a non-federal basis. 
More and more American businesses are giving more and 
more money to educational institutions, on a free and vol­ 
untary basis. The Esso Education Foundation which was 
established in 1955 by Standard Oil of New Jersey and some 
of its domestic affiliates—is a case in point. The foundation’s 
chairman has just announced 363 grants totaling $1,466,500 
to 830 institutions for the 1959-60 academic year. Two hun­ 
dred ninety-one of these grants, totaling $744,000, are un­ 
restricted. The balance are special grants for capital, scien­ 
tific research and a limited number of other research proj­ 
ects. most of which are in the area of the humanities. 
All told, the Foundation has made grants totaling almost 
$7,500,000 in the five years of its existence to privately sup­ 
ported colleges and universities. 
The country needs more of this kind of giving on big scale 
and small. An educational system free of government domi­ 
nation is all-important to the future of free enterprises— 
and all our other traditional freedoms.

Women and Cancer 


Odds favor women. 
Strange? 
But this is a fact so far as lives 
saved from cancer are concerned. 
The death rate from Cancer for 
every I OO JKK) women in the United 
States >s 136.2. while it is 156.4 
for every 100,000 men. 
Why? 
Dr. Thelma Buckthorpe, Scott 
G). Health Officer, in an interview 
today, gave some background for 
this disparity. 
Dr. 
Buckthorpe 
stroke for the Public 
Education 
Committe of the Scott Co. Chapter 
of tne American Cancer Society. 
She said that the two most com­ 
mon sites of death from cancer in 
women are: I) breast cancer and 
2) uterine cancer. 
Breast cancer now takes the liv­ 
es of some 22.460 
women 
each 
year. or 25.6 for each 100.000 popu­ 
lation. This is the top cancer—kil­ 
ler among women. Second is uter­ 
ine cancer, which kills some 14,940 
women each year, or 17.0 for each 
100,000 population. 
Thus, Dr. Buckthorpe said, “ the 
lives of about 37.400 women are at 
stake each year. What are we do­ 
ing to reduce this large, and many 
times needless, loss of life among 
women?” 
, 
“ Women, in cooperation with their 
doctors, are doing it.’’ 
Dr, Buckthorpe pointed out that 
because breast and uterine can­ 
cer occur in readily accessible sit­ 
es, it is possible to diagnose and 
treat them in their early, most cur­ 
able. stage. 
Citing uterine cancer as an ex­ 
ample of the number of lives that 
could be saved 
each year, 
Dr. 
Buckthorpe tainted out that “ today 
there is available a 
remarkable 
cancer detection procedure — the 
uterine cancer cell examination, 
also called the “ Pap’’ smear. This 
is a simple technique that permits 
detection of early cancer before it 
causes symptoms. This cell exa­ 
mination, if universally applied, 
would virtually eliminate cervical 
cancer as a cause of death. That’s 
why the American Cancer Society 
has fostered a nation-wide pro­ 
gram urging every woman to go to 
her doctor once a year for 
this 
life—saving test.” 
Dr. Buckthorpe said that uterine 
cancer statistics are very encour­ 
aging today “ but protnis a great 
deal more for the 
future.” 
She 
pointed out that the uterine cancer 
death rate among all U.S. women 
had declined 40 per cent in the 
last 25 years. Today about 55 per 
cent of all women in the United 
States who developed uterine can­ 
cer are being saved, and there are 
now some 175.000 women alive who 
have been saved from uterine can­ 
cer.” 
“ Cervical cancer could bt virtu­ 
ally eliminated 
as a cause of 
death.” said Dr. Buckthorpe. "It 
is now’ within our capabilities.” 
She said, however, “ it will de­ 
pend upon how many women have 
yearly uterine cancer cell examin­ 
ations. A major goal of the Amer­ 
ican Cancer Society’s broad public 
and professional educational pro­ 
gram is to have as many adult wo­ 
men as possible have this examin­ 
ation each year.” 
Dr. Buckthorpe said that breast 
cancer “ is also under attack by 
idodern techniques of early diag- 
nosi* and treatment. More 
and 
more women are being saved each 
year. Thousands of women have 
responded to the Society ’s program 
of breast 
self-examination 
for 
possible lumps or changes in the 
breast and to the Society’s appeal 
that all adult women have an an­ 
nual health checkup. 
“ Since 1936. the cancer death 
rate in women has been decreasing 
while the death rate in men from 
cancer has been going up.” said
